C DEHYDRATING PLANT 
TO BE ESTABLISHED 


ARLINGTON, Jan. 21.—The 
first 
dehydrating plant for fruit and veg­ 
etables In Riverside county Is to be 
established in connection with the 
Arlington cannery and will be in 
operation within thirty days. 
Work 
is to begin at once on the building 
which, when completed,

$4000. 
The new process, which has been 
carried to perfection through a long

R. L. Churchill, m anager of 
the California Lim a Bean Grow­ 
ers’ Association, in a review of 
the last bean 
grow ing 
season 
from 
the 
association’s 
stand­ 
point, 
points 
out 
the 
reason 
why the co-operative m arketing 
associations generally, and es­ 
pecially the Bean G row ers’ body, 
are not “tru sts.” 
Mr. Churchill says th at the 
association which he 
heads is 
interested only in trying to eli­ 
m inate m anipulation of m arkets 
and speculation, and in securing 
for its grow er m em bers such a 
price for their products as will 
return to them a fair and rea­ 
sonable earning for the labor, 
m aterial and capital invested. 
“This last season,” adds Mr. 
Churchill, “because of very short 
rainfall combined w ith the fact 
that only a little m ore than one- 
q uarter of the acreage devoted 
to growing lim a beans is under 
irrigation, the total production 
was only about one-third of the 
am ount of the 1918 crop and a 
considerable part 
of 
this was 
produced 
upon 
the 
irrigated 
area, although even the best ir­ 
rigated 
lands 
produced 
much 
less than a norm al crop. 
As a 
consequence, m any hundreds of 
grow ers harvested but a trifle 
m ore than the am ount of seed 
they planted, and for m any of 
them a price of even 50 cents a 
pound for their lim as would not 
return the actual cost of produc­ 
tion. 
•“The gathering of carefully de­ 
tailed statem ents of the costs 
of production of the 1918 crop, 
for which season the yields were 
above norm al, showed the aver­ 
age cost to be in the neighbor­ 
hood of 8 cents per pound. Since

Thf.t the value of pure bred 
m ales counts as much in poul­ 
try raising as in stock raising 
is shown by the records of three 
flocks of T^eghorns, the data for 
which have been supplied the

D epartm ent of 
A griculture by the N orth C aro­ 
lina Experim ent Station. 
Flock 
I, the egg production of which 
is included 
in 
these records, 
consisted 
of

hens; 
flock 2 was produced by breed­ 
ing these hens to common males 
and flock 3 was produced by 
breeding flock I to a rooster 
from a high producing hen. 
The 
following year the original flock 
laid 89 eggs a hen; flock 2 laid 
an average of 88 eggs a hen: 
flock 3 laid an average of 136 
eggs a hen. 
This increase of 
64 lier cent in one year tells 
very- specifically the benefits of 
using a pure bred male.
